Reported  missing  are  Scott 
Farmer,  27,  a BYU  graduate  in 
1957  and  football  halfback  in 
1955-56;  Kathleen  Harris,  19, 
BYU  student  in  1960-61:  and  Pa- 
tricia Ruth  Robinson,  26,  BYU 
psychology  graduate,  1957.  Also 
missing  is  Fred  C.  Losey,  Hono- 
lulu. 

Mr.  Farmer  piloted  the  single 
engine  plane  which  was  en 
route  from  an  outlying  island 
to  Oahu. 

Coast  Guard  officials  report- 
ed no  sign  of  the  missing  four- 
some had  been  seen  but  rescue 
operations  would  continue  pro- 
viding weather  conditions  are 
favorable.

read  students  capable  of  intel- 
lectual discussion  among  them- 
selves and  with  members  of  the 
faculty. 

“We  want  students  to  invite 
professors  to  dinner,  special 
breakfasts,  or  fireside  discus- 
sions for  analysis,  discussion 
and  critiques  of  the  book,”  he 
said. 

Another  objective  of  the  pro- 
gram is  to  break  down  barriers 
between  different  academic  dis- 
ciplines and  professional  special- 
ties. ' 

THE  DISCUSSION  of  the 
same  book  by  different  people 
on  campus  should  provide  a 
common  ground  for  an  “intel- 
lectual unity”  between  faculty 
members  in  different  fields  and 
between  faculty  members  and 
students,  Woodward  believes. 

A steering  committee  chose 
“The  Republic”  after  “spontan- 
eous agreement.”  Members  of 
the  committee  which  also  out- 
lined the  program  are:  faculty 
members  Dr.  John  T.  Bernhard, 
Dean  West  Belnap,  Dr.  Robert 
Thomas,  Dr.  Richard  Bushman, 
Dr.  Darrell  Moses,  Dr.  Lyman 
Tyler,  Dr.  Douglas  Smoot,  and 
students  Lowell  Benson,  Terry 
Warner,  Dale  Wright,  Bob 
Standing  and  John  Woodward. 

“THE  DECISION  was  really 
tough,”  Woodward  said 

“It  was  hard  to  choose  be- 
tween something  current,  such 
as  disarmament,  or  something 
classic.” 

Calling  Plato’s  book  “really 
basic,”  Woodward  recommend- 
ed it  as  dealing  with  enough 
controversial  subjects  to  give  a 
“well-fed  feeling.”
